Railroad Switchmen May Join the 
‘Ranks Today. 


DEBS MEN LEND THEIR SUPPORT.

There is now less prospect than ever there 
was of a peaceful termination of the strike at 
the mills of tne Illinois Steel company at 
Souch Chicago. Ata mepting held last night 
local lodge No. 511 of the American Railway 
Union indorsed the strike. This is not 
troubling the company much, as thie union 
is believed to be a thoroughly played-out or- 
ganization. The thing that is worrying the 
officials most is the probability that this morn- 
ing will see a refusal on the port of the 
switchmen employed by the Calumet and 
Biue Island railroad to handie any cars con- 
signed to the Illinois Steel company. 

The company has aiready enough coke on 
hand tohandliea greatimany of its orders. 
But the inability to use its furnaces owing to 
the strike promised to cause a permanent tie- 
up. It had been intended to counteract this 
and keep contracts by bringing pig-iron from 
outside points, This move will be effectually 
blocked if the switchmen carry out their 
threat. The men held ajsecret meeting yes- 
terday evening and it is believed they are only 
waiting forthe indorsemert of the Switch. 
men’s Union to go out on strike. It may be 
significant in this connection that Supt. A. B. 
Newell telegraphed yesterday toall the rail- 
roads with which the company has contracts 
advising them that the Illinois Steel company 
might be unable to accept cars of coke, etc., 
consigned to it. It is trub this telegram may

close its works right down and doesn’t want 
any more stuff delivered to it. But if it is 
going toclose its worksit has not done it 
yet. 

No Sign of a General Shut Down. 

It was officially announced yesterday that 
the company intende@to blow out its furnaces 
during the afternoon and 'then close down the 
works, It wag announced that the company 
did not want to hire any men. Simu!taneous 
with ‘these announcements an order was 
given that all reporters should be barred out 
of the works. This iorder was carried 
out. The strikers declare the com- 
pany is running in many new men and does 
not intend to close its works down, and they 
say the only reason for barring out reporters 
js that the company does not wish any news 
of its doings to get to the joutside worid until 
all errangements are mafe. 

One of the worst signsiof the strike is that 
Chicago toughs and whole mobs of the same 
Hunyarians and Poles who were prominent 
in the Stock-Yards riots are coming to South 
Chicago on every freight train. ‘Then, too, 
there is the professional agitator. So far the 
strikers have no practical organization, but 
the American Railway Union has indorsed it 
and it will probabiy. get ail the organization 


* it wants. Ina matter of anarchy the men

will not need much. They are already shout- 
ing, ** Vive l’Anarchie,”’ and all they are look- 
ing for is a leader. The better element of 
labor organizations will! probably not have 
much to say to the strikers.

" Several Fights with the Police. 
There was several fights between the police 
and the strikers during the day, but on the 
whole things passed off more quietly than 


a oe given, There had been a meeting of 
Strikers at Kettman’s Hall early in the 
morning. For some reason or other the men 
got the idea their meeting was to be broken 
up by the police and within half an hour the 
entire gathering swarmed out on the street. 
Most of them dispersed quietly, but a good 
many remained to hang around the saloons, 
—— were closed Tuesday ‘night by order of 
apt. Jenkins, but the order was allowed to 
run out yesterday. That this was a mistake 
showed itself quickly enough. " 
Malcontents Fill the Saloons. 

The malcontents entered the saloons and 
by 11 o’clock were ‘drunk enough to be ugly. 
Lieut. Wagner with eight of the South Chi- 
cago force was around the corner and as the 
crowd had grown to serious proportions he 
ordered it to disperse. The police did not 
Graw their clubs, but just moved quietly for- 
ward through the crowd, pressing the men 
before them. Patrolman J. A. McCaffrey, 
with two of the policemen, was walking 
up the street when he was hurt. Peter Peters 
was On the sidewalk four feet above the polize- 
man’s head and had armed himself witha 
piece of slag that must have weighed ten 
pounds. Watching his chance he flung it full 
atthe policeman’s head. The rock struck 
McCaffrey just above the right temple, cut- 
ting through his cap and felling him to his 
knees, Half stunned as he was McCaffrey 
drew_his pistol and fired full in the face of 
his jeering assailant. Peters fell like a log 
just inside a gateway, where,.he was iound by 
the police. It was at first ‘believed he was 
killed, but it was soon found he was only 
scared. The bullet struck him just over the 
eyebrow, glanced from his slanting forehead, 
and tore his scalp to the back of the head, 
He was taken to the station, where his wound 
was dressed, after which he was locked up.? 

No sooner had Peters been placed in the 
patrol wagon than an organized rush was 
made upon the men who had Peters in charge. 
For a minute it looked as if the little group 
of police would be wiped out, buteach man 
drew his club and his revolver and used both, 
It wasa bad fight. The mob used bricks, 
knives, and fence pickets. When the fight 
was hottest there arose on the air the cry Chi- 
cago does not tolerate: 

** Vive l’Anarchie!”’ 

It was repeated by hundreds of voices, but 
the first man who shouted it where a_police- 
man could reach him got it rammed down his 
throat with the butt of aclub. Then the re- 
inforcements arrived and the crowd melted 
like ice in the sun, taking its sore heads with 
it. Then the police returned to their wagon 
to see whom they had got.~ They found Paul 
Pata, Peter Peters, Frank Kozsiski, and 
Michael McManus. 

Fight Extends Over Two Blocks. 

The whole fight had straggled over two 
two blocks, and the police, with their wagon, 
had been forced to Eighty-fourth street and 
Buffalo avenue. Here Louis Michau keeps a 
large grocery store. He is accounted a fairly 
prominent citizen, but yesterday morning he 
saw fit to make objectionable remarks to the 
police and they were forced to arrest him. 
Lieut. Wagner dumped him in the wagon 
with the rest of the disorderlies and sent the 
entire outfit to the station. For the rest of 
the day things were pretty quiet about Buf.- 
fro avenue and Eighty-fourth street.

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CLOSE GUARD KEPT ON THE PRESIDENT. 


The Grounds at Woodley Not Left for a 
Moment Unguarded. 

Washington, D. ¢., May 8!—|Special. ]— 
Five Metropolitan policemen are detailed for 
daily duty at Woodley, where the President 
and Mrs, Cleveland reside, and their instruc- 
tions from the Superintendent of Police are 
not to leave the President's country seat un- 
guarded fora moment, One of these police. 
men is a mounted officer and his tour on 
duty begins at 8 o’clock in the morning and 
terminates at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
After this there are two reliefs, consisting of 
two officers, who are on duty from 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon until midnight and from that 
hour until 8 o’clock the next mornmg. By 
this arrangement the Chief Magistrate 
and his wife and little ones are never 
without guardians and in case of an emer- 
gency a large squad of biuecoats could be 
mustered ata moment's notice. The station- 
house is at Georgetown, only a couple of 


miles distant from Woodley, and a patrol 


wagon could make the run if necessary within 
a quarter ofan hour. This. detail of police- 
men at Woodley is 1n addition to the officers 


on duty at the White House, where there are. 


two Sergeants and twenty-four privates, di- 
vided into plateons of eight, and doing “a 


| trick of duty” ot eight hours each. The 


mounted policeman on duty at Wood- 
ley is fully armed and equipped 
for an encounter with intruders. 
It is the duty of the officers to patrol the 
grounds thoroughly at ail hours and at night 
in particular they are requested to be on their 
feet constantly. This special service will 
cease at Woodley as soon as the President and 
his household leave for Buzzard’s Bay, which 
will probably occur about June l.

Desperate Fight by a West 
Side Business-Man. 


JOHN W.MOORE WOUNDED 


Assaulted by Highwaymen at 
Lake and May Streets. 


ONE THIEF PROBABLY SHOT. 


Officers Finally Reach the Scene bug 
the Robbers Escape, ° 


FATAL FIGHT BY COLORED WOMEN 


Three highwaymen made a desperate effort 
shortly before 1 o’clock this morning to rob 
John W. Moore, hardware dealer, No. 369 
West Madison street, For ten minutes he 
fought them and so vigorously that although 
they stabbed him three times he beat them 
off before they. succeeded if robbing him. 
One thrust of the dagger just missed his 
heart by a sixteenth of an inch, At the 
County Hospital it was said that the wounds, 
though serious, are not necessarily fatal. 

Mr. Moore was passing Lake and May 
streets while on his way home to No, 44 
South May street, when three men tried to 
‘pocket’? him, one on each side and the 
other in the rear, He started to run, but was 
tripped anifell. Before the robbers could 
take advantage of this he was on his feet. A 
straight *“ left’’ sent one of them to the 
ground,-but the ethers closed in on him and 
pinioned his arms. Then the thira man tried 
to seize his watch. Moore struggled so vio- 
lently that they could not secure possession of 
it and again the plucky merchant was knocked 


down, 
Finally Uses His Gun, 


This time he did not try to get up. He 
drew a revolver from his pocket and fired 
twice. Whether the bulleta found lodgment 
he does notgknow. But the shooting served 
one purpose—it attracted tne attention of a 
number of pedestrians and they came run- 
ning to the scene, Two of the highwaymen 
ranaway. The third drew a dagger from un- 
der his coat and stabbed Moore three times— 
in the right arm, in the right shoulder, and in 
the chest. 

With the pedestrians came half a dozen po- 
licemen. They gave chase, but failed to catch’ 
the fleeing desperadags. Moore was bleeding 
profusely when placed in the ambulance, but 
the fact that he had beaten off three thugs, 
saved watch, chain, and money, seemed to 
more than counterbalance the pain he was 
suffering. | 

Shortly before Moore was brought into the 
County..Hospital Joseph Adams,a colored 
man, walked in‘and asked for surgical aid, 
He had a bullet wound just under the heart, 
He said the wound was caused accidentally, 
but further than that would make no state. 
ment. He said he lived at No. 363 Clark 
street, His condition is serious.

DEBS’ MEN TO ENTER THE FIGHT. 


Sympathetic Strike of Men in the American 
Railway Union. 

The English-speaking employés of the IIli- 
nois Steel company took their first action in 
the strike last night. It came in form of 
sympathetic resolutions on the _ part of 
Lodge No. 512 of the American Railway 
Union at a meeting held in Rattman’s Hall, 
Fighty-fourth street and Mackinac avenue. 
The union has 285 members in the employ of 
the company as front men in the furnaces, 
They ‘represent the skilled class of labor, as 
they handle the product after it has gone 
through the process of melting. Last night’s 
meeting was held in secret, but it was 
learned the American Railway Union men 
passed resolutions sympathizing with the 
unskilled workmen who took the initiative 
in the strike. 

The trouble between the American Rail- 
way Union.and the company dates back to 
a year ago. In speaking of it a member of 
the union said: ‘‘In March, 1594, after the 


works had been shut down for six months, 


we went to work at a scale of wages which 
we accepted as a union. The wages were 
low, but we had been out of work all winter. 
The contract which was signed provided 
that neither party could abrogate the con- 
tract unless it gave sixty days’ notice. In 
October, 1894, we made up a new 
scale .of wages for the year 1895, 
and sent a committee of six with it to the 
company. The company said the notice was 
not legal, as the original contract provided 
that each man individually should give no- 
tice to the company. But at the same time 
the company had accepted the old scale 
signed by us as a union and not as individ- 
uals. The officers of the company refused 
to deal with the committce and threw our 
notice back tous. They also discharged four 
ot the six committeemen who had presented 
the notice. We held a meeting shortly after 
that to demand the reinstatement of these 
four men. Supt. Foote heard that trouble 
was brewing and reinstated the men. But 
as to the new scale for 1895 he refused to do

A good many of the shrewd politicians sus- 
pected that this was as much the object of 
the Honest Money League when it was 
formed as to counteract the free silver 
craze, but they did not expect to see it crop 
out quite so soon. One of them said yester- 
day: “The fight is on and it will be a bitter 
ene. Look for some interesting develop- 
ments.’”’ 

It is claimed by the league fellows that just 
as soon as they hoist their battle flag several 
members of the County Central committee 
will come over to their side. W.C. Asay and 
W. 8S. Bogle are there now. It is said that 
Joseph S. Martin, Francis W. Walker, Pat- 
rick White, *F. D. Cossitt Jr., William Nu- 
gent, Martin Emerich, Stephen M. Gosselin, 
and several others are ready to desert the 
old crowd any time and cast their lot with 
the league. 

Then after capturing Cook County ft is pro- 
posed to take control also of the State ma- 
chine. The Committee on State Organiza- 
tion issued its first address to the Demo- 
crats of Ilinois yesterday, urging immediate 
action in convincing the 16 to 1 advocates as 
to the consequences that would attend the 
abrogation of a sound currency and the es- 
tablishment of silver monometallism.

CONTESTANTS SERVE NOTICE. 


Council Committee Told That Recounts, Will 
Be Demanded. 

Notice was served on the Council Com- 
mittee on Elections yesterday by W. : xf 
Underwood, who represents two of the con- 
testants out of four of the cases which have 
been filed, that a demand will be made for 
a recount of the ballots in two of the wards. 
I'nder the statute legislative bodies are 
rade the judges of the qualifications of their 
members. 

When Chairman Cooke called the commit- 
tee to order the question was raised as to 
whether the Aldermen whose seats were be- 
ing contested had been properly notified 
and it was found that several of them had 
not. It was then decided to postpone action 
until next Wednesday. 

Ald. Hepburn introduced the following or- 
der, which- was passed after some discus- 
sion:

Ex-Ald. Patrick Wall of the Fifth Ward 
has filed a contest for the seat of Ald.

Hie charges that 600 ballots were marked in 
the square opposite Doerr’s name by the 
judges or clerks. 

Moses Barnett of the Seventh Ward in 
his complaint charges that 75 illegal votes 
were cast for Ald. Haas in each precinct of 
the ward. 

Paul Slatinsky filed a contest for the seat 
of Ald. Bennett of the Eighth Ward. He 
charges fraud. He was represented by Mr. 
Underwood. The latter also represented 
John A. Rogers of the Eighteenth Ward, 
who is after Ald. Brennan’s seat. It is 
claimed that more than 500 illegal votes 
were cast for Brennan. Fraud is charged 
in all of the precincts.

Head- 
quarters have been secured at the Great 
Northern and a systematic plan will be fol- 
lowed by which, the men say, they hope to 
succeed in their undertaking. Edward 
Young, prominent in New Orleans Repub- 
lican circles, has been in the city for several 
days conferring with local politicians and 
business-menm He came to Chicago expect- 
ing to meet Gen. Clarkson, but the latter 
was suddenly called to Washington. He 
will be here, however, when the Louisiana 
delegation comes, and it is said will lend his 
efforts toward sending one of the conven- 
tions to the South.

RECEIVER FOR THE LAKOTA HOTEL, 


W. O. Johnson, the Appointee, Satisfactory 
to All the Parties. 

Judge Horton yesterday appointed a re- 
ceiver for the Lakota Hotel and for the 
leasehold property on which the hotel stands, 
at Thirtieth street and Michigan avenue. In 
all three bills asking for the appointment of 
receivers were filed before Judge Horton, 
the first Tuesday and the others yesterday, 
on behalf of the different interests involved. 
The first was on behalf of the holders of the 
first mortgage bonds to foreclose the bonds 
on the hotel and to have a receiver appointed 
upon the mortgaged premises but not upon 
the hotel itself. The-second bill was filed by 
Weigley & Eastman, attorneys, on behalf of 
certain stockholders who seek to recover 
from J. Foster Rhodes and wife the ground 
on which the hotel stands, which, according 
to the petitioning stockholders, was fraudu- 
lently converted to their own use by the de- 
fendants. The third, filed by the same at- 
torneys, is on behalf of creditors and asks 
for the appointment of a receiver for the 
hotel. The receiver appointed is W. O. 
Johnson, general counsel for the Chicago 
and Erie railroad, whose bond is fixed at 
$25,650. Manager C. C. Hilton, on behalf of 
the stockholders, bondholders, and other 
creditors, declares the appointments to he 
Satisfactory and announces that the busi- 
ness of the hotel will be carried on without 
interruption. The amount of the bonds on 
the first mortgage is £200,000. The indebt- 
edness to the miscellaneous creditors out- 
side the bondholders exceeds $20,000. There 
are also bonds which were issued upon a 
second mortgage.

preme body for definite action. There is 
hardiy a doubt but that the international 
plan will be adopted. An international con- 
stitution based on the three main principles 
of the order, free speech, a free press, and the 
non-interference by sectarian  iustitutions, 
will be adopted. The constitution will be 
broad enough to work under’any constitution- 
al goveroment and in countriés in which the 
laws are inimical to the principies of the 
order the members will simply confine their 
work to agitation. : 

The committee having this work in charge 
consists of five representatives of the Cana- 
dian A. P. A. known as the C. P, A., and five 
from the United States. The Chairman is 
Col. E. H. Sellers of Detroit, who will report 
during the session here the draft of the pro- 
posed new constitution. The Rev. J, C, Ma- 
dill, the head of the Canadian visiting dele- 
gation, reports the order growivg rapidly 
there. It had over 100,000 members when 
the Grand Council met last January, and 
nearly 25,000 members have been added 
since. It is in general working harmony with 
the organization of Orangmen, and has prac- 
tically controlled the elections in the domin- 
ion the last two years. 

Canadian School Question Discussed. 


The feature of the meeting today was the 
speech of Mr. Madill on the separate school 
question. He said in substance: 

If the Dominion Government decides to assume 
supervision over Manitoba and reéstablish the 
separate school system theretrouble may come 
from it, as the people of Manitoba are likely to 
rebel against such action and will have the sym- 
pathy of a large number of people throughout 
Canada. Thereisa general feeling throughout 
Canada against the remedial order of the Privy 
Council of England, doubtless instigated by Sir 
John Thompson, which is generally 
believed to have as its underly- 
i purpose the reéstablishing of 
the separate school system ip Manitoba. The 
Manitoba Government reassembles tomorrow. 
It is anticipated that the Dominion Government 
may seék to dissolve the Manitoba Government 
because%f its disregard of orders to legislate on 
the school question before taking a recess six 
weeks ago and in that event an open rebellion on 
tho part of Manitoba may follow. Inthe event 
of such a revolution Engiand would tind it diffi- 
cult to get troops into Manitoba, 
as the people of the Province of Ontario 
are thoroughly organized by the C. P. A. and 
public seutiment is such that it would not allow 
the troops to go through that territory and the 
only other way to reach it would be by crossing 
the United States, and public sentiment.in this 
country with the public school system would 
not permit the transportation of the troops 
through this country. 

Mr. Madill, however, thought that the 
Dominion Government will not insist on the 
carrying out of the remedial orders. He 
said the majority of the Catholics in Mani- 
toba were in favor of-the publis school and 
that the present trouble was due to the agita- 
tion by the priests of the Province of Quebec 
and Montreal. 

Routine Work of a Day, 


The convention today adopted the report of 
the Committee on Credentials, which shows 
there are about 275 delegates present. A 
number of committees were appointed and 
held sessions tonight, preparing the work for 
tomorrow’s session. At the afternoon session 
addresses were delivered by Judge Jackson, 
Fort Worth, Tex.; Col. I, H. Sellers, Datroit, 
Mich.; Delegate Paimer, Montana; and Dr. 
P. K. Gow ot California. Dr. Gow claims the 
order has 40,000 members in that State, and 
has succeeded in ousting 75 per cent of- the 
Roman Catholic officeholders. President 
Trainor will deliver his annual address tomor- 
row morning. In it he touches on every ques- 
tion before the American people except the 
financial question.

Trial for Embezzlement at Rockville, Ind., 
Comes to an Abrupt End, ¢ 

Rockville, Ind., May 8.—[Special.]—Ths 
trial of John S. Beach, the Terre Haute bank- 
er charged with embezzlement, came to an 
abrupt ending shortly after the ppening of 
court this morning, Judge White sustaining 
the motion of the defense to instruct the jury 
to bring ina verdict of not guilty, The ques- 
tion was whether John Bruns, the prosecuting 
witness, who had deposited $45 in the bank 
and who had also borrowed $500, was in- 
debted tothe bank.

DESERT THE OLD MEN. 


BREAK IN THE FIGHT FOR THE SEN- 
ATORSHIP IN DELAWABE. 


Followers of Addicks, re Seen Higgins, 
and Massey Go to Henry L. Dupont, 
Who Gets Fourteen Votes, but Not 

¢ Exough to ElectsAction of Ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison's Political Opponents 
Arouses the Ire of Himself and His 
Friends=General Political News. 


Dover, Del., May 8.—There was great ex- 
citement on the floor of the Senate today 
while the balloting for a United States Sen- 
ator was in progress. Nine ballots were 
taken and nearly a!l the Republicans deserted 
Higgins, Massey, Pennewill,' and Addicks, 
casting their votes for Henry I. Dupont, 
President of the Dupont Powder company of 
Wilmington, 

On the first ballots the Massey men went to 
Pennewill'and the Higgins followers all voted 
for Dupont. On the third and fourth ballots 
Burton deserted Pennewill and voted for Du- 
pont. On the fifth ballot all of Pennewili’s 
followers except Morgan voted for Dupont, 
giving the latter twelve votes, and on the 
sixth, seventh, and eighth ballots Morgan de- 
serted Pennewill for Dupont, making the lat- 
ter’s vote thirtcen. 

Every attempt made to adjourn was de- 
feated by a strict party vote. After the eighth 
ballot had been taken Senator Manby of 
Wilmington moved to take a recess until 3 
o'clock this afternoon. The yeas and nays 
were called and the legality of the proceed- 
ings was questioned, The motion was de- 
feated., 

A motion by Representative Fennimore for 
the two Houses to separate was also defeated. 

Senator Pierce then asked for a ruling as 
to the right to take a recess, and the Speaker 
decided favorably. Pierce then moved a re- 
cess until 2 o’clock this afternoon, and by a 
vote of 15 to 14 it was lost. 

With the exception of a brief recess between 
3 and 4 o’clock the balloting was kept up un- 
tii 5 o’clock, when an adjournment was had 
for consultation. When: the balloting was 
taken up again at 8 o’clock it was seen that 
a combination was on foot, by which H. A. 
Dupont was to be withdrawao and William 
Dupont substituted. This, however, did not 
meet with the approval of the Higgins men, 
who on the thirty-third ballot again sprung 
the name of Dr. Hiram R. Burton. This 
ballot resulted as follows: Hiram R. Bur- 
ton, 8; William Dupont, 10; H. A, Dupont, 
1; Ridgley,9; Tunnel, 1. After forty-one 
ballots had been taken without result, Sena- 
tor Hanby moved that a recess be taken until 
9 o’clock tomorrrow morning, which was 
carried by a strict party vote. 

Both William Dupont and Dr. Burton are 
in the city tonight and vigorous missionary 
work will be done between nowand daybreak. 
There seems but little doubt that the Repub- 
lican program is to elect a Senator tomorrow, 
and they have enough votes at theircommand 
to keep up a continuous joint session and to 
delay any adverse action the Senate may take 
onthe resolution to extend the time of ad- 
journment. 


IT PUTS HARRISON ON HIS METTLE, 
He and His Friends May Make a Fight for 
the Nomination. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 8.—/[Special. |—It 
is announced that nothing will force ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison and his friends into an open 
and pronounced fight for the next Republican 
Presidential nomination quicker than an at- 
tempt on the part of whatis termed “ the anti- 
Harrison clique’ at Washington to belittle Mr. 
Harrison or his chances, The news that Messrs. 
Quay, Clarkson, Platt, Alger, Payne, and 
Fessenden have formed a combination to de- 
feat Harrison has provoked more “ polities” 
in Indiana than anything that has happened 
in months. Mr. Harrison’s friends declare 
that it is his well-known popularity with the 
people that caused the meeting last Saturday 
in Washington. As a counter move there 
will likely be a meeting here soon by friends 
of Gen. Harrison to outline a plan for look- 
ing after his interests. 

Thus far there has been no combination 
formed by the Harrison men, but they say 
that if the coterie which met in Washington 
should insist on pushing the fight against 
Harrison there will be some revelations con- 
cerning the political methods of the men in 
the combination. A Republican who has 
been in Washington a good many years and 
who has more or less to do with the work of 
the National committee says there are some 
unpublished stories of how Clarkson, Quay, 
and others happened to turn against Harri- 
son. The political friends of Mr. Harrison 
are amused at the declaration of the seven 
men who met in Washihgton that of ail the 
men spoken of in connection with the nomi- 
nation next year Harrison 1s the only one 
who is barred—the only one who has no 
chance at all of winning. They say such a 
declaration is ridiculous and is so unfair that 
it will probably put the Harrison men 
throughout the United States on their mettle. 

It is maintained by those who ought to 
know that there is no Harrison organization 
in existence at this time, but it is said that if 
the ex-President’s enemies wish to force a 
fight there will be a Harrison orgunization at 
work within a short time. A man who knows 
something of the ex-President’s plans says it 
has not been Mr. Harrison’s intention to 
‘* turn his hand”’ in an effort to get the nom- 
ination, * but,’”’ said this man, “ if the ex- 
President’s old enemies intend to attempt to 
belittle him before the country, ha may alter 
his pians for the purpose of showing these 
speculators in politics that he is still mfuch 
alive politically.”

Many 
of them came to the United States years ago 
under contract to work in the mines in the 
East, but when the labor troubles. started 
they came West and located in the first place 
they could tind employment, The majority 
of them are Poles, with a good number of 
Hungarians, Slavs, and a few Bohemians 
mixed among them, Only a few of them can 
read, and haridly any of them can sign their 
names. These men live in overcrowded 
rooms, four adults and almost as many chil- 
dren often sleeping in one apartment, Men 
sleep two and three in a bed and. live on the 
plainest food. 

A reporter for Taz Trisune visited a num- 
ber of families in Buffalo avenue, where the 
poorest paid class of the steel company’s em- 
ployés live. These include furnace men, who 


' are the original strikers, and common laborers.: 


In the first house visited two families lived in 
four rooms. The husbands of the women 
were employed in the mills as furnace men 
and said they. were paid $8 and $9 a week. 
One of them had no family while the other 
had three children, They occupied four 
rooms and in these lived the two men 
and their wives, two boarders, and three 
children. Every room in the. house, includ- 
ing the kitchen, was required for sleeping. 
The men said with the wages they had earned 
they had been unable to save any money. A 
neighbor of this - household said he had 
worked nine years in the mills mixing scraps 
and as a result of his nine years’ labor he was 
$25 in debt to his grocer and butcher. He 
earned $1.20 a day for twelve hours’ work, 
and with thisamount he supported himself 
and wife and four children. They.lived in 
two rooms, one of these a bedroom and 
kitchen. The rooms were almost bare. 

Directly across the street lived a Polander, 
with his wife, who had come to the United 
States a year ago. After being idle for six 
months he took a position in the steel mills, 
for which he was paid $1.87 a day. Heand 
his wife and one child lived in one room, in 
which they cooked and slept and paid $3 a 
nnonth rent. The husband was not at home. 
His wife aaid he had gone out to look for 
work, as they were $45 in debt to a grocer 
and he refused to trust them any longer. 

The women and children are scantily 
dresseu. A clothing dealer who has been in 
business for four years said the men bought 
the cheapest kind of clothing. ‘“‘ I have now 
$1,000 outstanding among the men here,”’ 
he said, * and most of it has been owing me 
for overa year. The men haye not got the 
money to pay.” A. proprietor of a grocery 
pbtore said he has been giving credit to most 
of his customers for over a year and hardly 
any of them owed him less than $5 and some 
‘of them as much as $50. 

The laborers, asfar as could be learned 
from their statéments, are being paid 10 
cents an hour or $1.10 a day for twelve 
hours’ work, the furnace men range from 
$1.10 to $1.65 for twelve hours’ work. The 
iatter claim two years ago they were being 
paid $2.25. The pig molders, who now get 
$1.65, say their wages have been cut 80 
cents since two years ago. 

The main cause of complaint. among the 
foreigners is their work is too hard and the 
hours too long. They are making efforts to 
obtain from the commpany one of two con- 
cessions. Either to shorten the hours from 
twelve to eight hours at the same wages as 
ure being paid now, or have additional help 
put on the same work that they are now per- 
forming. Though they say the pay has been 
reduced since the mills last closed none of 
them agitates an increase of wages. 


HARD BLOW TO THE BUSINESS-MEN, 


Prospect of a Prosperous Summer De- 
stroyed by the Strike. 

Business-men of South Chicago are anxious- 
ly awaiting the outcome of the strike. For 
months they have looked forward to a season 
of prosperity during the coming summer. 
Now there seems to be nothing but hard times 
in sight for that portion of the town which de- 
pends onthe steel mills for support. The 
chief source of revenue for fully one-half the 
town is in the wages paid the men einployed 
in and about the immense plant. With the 
works ciosed’down indefinitely and with the 
town filled with idle, hungry men the situa- 
tion looks gloomy. 

Many prominent men declare the town is 
in a *  e@ condition than ever before and 
that ““om “9 to 90 per cent of all the real 
and » nroperty in the town is mort- 
gaged t ‘i. many of the mortgages will 
have to be . ) unless the labor troubles 
are speedily wi @ra the workmen return 
to work.

The business-men, with the exception of a 
few saloonkeepers, have expressed little sym- 
pathy for the men who are responsible for the 
men’s hasty action, which has thrown 3,000 
men out of employment. Well informed men 
say the strike was the most foolish move ever 
made by the men. No proposition was made 
to the officials of the company and no griev- 
ance stated. The men simply threw down 
their tools and left the yards without warn- 
ing. Whi.e the people of the town are well 
aware of the distressed condition of the men. 
owing to the low wages and tong intervals of 
enforced idleness, they also realize that they 
have taken the worst possible course to ob- 
tain relief. It is generaily looked upon as a 
most unfortunate affair, coming as it does on 
the verge of dawning prosperity when the 
chunces for a voluntary increase in wages by 
the company seemed favorable, 

The day’s scenes about the police station 
were interesting. Several wounded police- 
men were seen about with bandaged heads 
and bloody hands and faces. The command. 
ing officers were at the station only a few mo- 
ments during the day. Dozens of relatives 
and friends of the imprisoned rioters loitered 
about the place ali day. Poorly dressed wom- 
en with heavy shawls drawn closely about 
their faces gathered in little groups about the 
outer doors and taiked in low tones, and sav- 
age looking menin squads of three or four 
walked back and forth in front of the station 
and silently watched the bluecoats. Nota 
threat was uttered, but their looks were more 
eloquent than words, The Desk: Sergeant 
was busy at the telephone all day, and the 
office was crowded with newspaper men apd 
visitors anxious to hear the news and to catch 
a glimpseof the wounded officers and pris.

The Head of the Agricultural Department 
Intimates That the Conduct of the Noted 
Packer Touching Cattle Prices Is Pe- 
culiar—Pottery Men Bitterly Denounce 

> the New Tariff Law—Incisive Argument 
Against the Inconie Tax by Mr. Choate 
Hurtful Silver Heresies. 


Washington, D. C., May 8.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Murton an@ Philip D. Armour 
have gotten far enough into the question of 
higa privea beef to indulge ina tart cor- 
respondence by wire, May 6, in an inter- 
view, Dr. Salmon charged that Mr: Armour’s 
statement wherein he = claimed a loss 
existed on cattle whieh he had slaughtered 
was unfair’and misleading. Dr. Salmon 
spoke of 3,000 refrigerator vars owned by 
the Armour company, wherein it transported 
jts dressed beef, and declared that until Mr. 
Armour made a statement of profits and 
losses in connection with these 3,000 refrig- 
erator cars, togoasa/companion piece to 
his showing touching /his slaughtering, no 
one need weep with sympathy for Armour. 
This brought forth a wire of complaint from 
Mr. Armour directed to Secretary Morton, 
wherein he called attention to the acrid ut 
terances of Dr. Salmon and asked Secretary 
Morton to counsel his subordinates against 
‘making statements which had no foundation 
but prejudice. He| offered his books 
and papers to Secretary Morton, inspection 
to show how guiltless he was of interference 
in unfair fashion with \the present price of 
beef. Secretary Mortonat once wired Mr. 
Armour that his books which he so [freely of- 
fered the department for inspection might 
better be given to those newspapers for publi- 
cation in which Mr. ‘Armour had recent- 
ly exploited his views, They would readi- 
ly reach the pnblic ‘that way. Further 


' Secretary Morton informed Mr. Armour that 


not the slightest prejudice existed egainst 
fim or his business in the breast of any offi- 
cial of the Agricultural Department.

Representatives of the pottery interests of 
the East and West have been making their 
presence felt very much in Washington of 
late, and they are bitter in their denunciation 
of the ruinous effects of the Gorman- Wilson 
teriff law. According to their statements a 
special effort will be made with the new Con- 
gress to secure some modification in their 
schedules on pottery, “for the} declare that 
under the present law/the business is practi- 
cally ruined, and any resumption of fuil time 
work is out of the question. A meeting of 
the pottery owners was held recently, at 
which an attempt was made to see if steps 
could not be taken to increase prices. After 
a cureful consideration of the situation, it was 
decided by the manufacturers present that 
under the present tariff law it would be abso- 
lutely impossible to secure better prices, and 
hence that the present wage scale must con- 
tinue. In future it was asserted that reduc- 
tions in wages would be more probable than 
anadvance. The makers of white granite 
and semi-porcelain ware assert that their 
business is in a worse condition than any 
other industry which was attacked by the 
Democratic free traders, who went further in

Under the McKinley law decorated eartheh- 
ware paid a duty of 60 per cent and un- 
decorated of 55 per cent.

Indications Are That Justice Jackson Will 


: Decide Against It. 
- Washington, D. C., May 8.—[Special.]—

Regarding the statement that former income 
taxes will have to be paid back if the court re- 
verses the Spriceger rule, there 
rule. [submit that with such consequences as 
that your Honors have nothing to do. That is 
not an argument addressed to a question of law 
or of constitutionality. A moral argument, the 
Attorney-General calis it. I call it an immoral 
one. The idea of the Attorney-General. standing 
up here for the nation and asking that because 
the government has collected much. money 
illegally in the past it must go on collecting 
money illegaily. 

Mr. Choate next considered’the exemptions 
made in the income tax law andin doing so 
made especial reference tothe mutual in- 
surance companies as going to show the mag- 
nitude of the vperations of those companies. 
He could, he said, mention one such com- 
pany whose accumulated property amounted 
to $204,000,000. An exemption suchas 
this was beyond the bounds of reason. Hav- 
ing obtained so much. money he 
said the company reinvested it 
by forming trust companies, organizing 
banks, building and reorganizing railroads, 
and fluating government ioans. Not only 
this, but it coatrulled Congress and directed 
legislation, as had,peen confessed by the At- 
torney-General.. Referring to the exemptions 
ot incomes of jess than $4,000 he said it was 
an arbitrary blow aimed at cornorations, in 
hitting which the framers of the law well 
knew they were striking the main source of 
income of thousands ot widows and orphans, 
whose incomes, individually smail, were de- 
rived from corporate investments. As to the 
question whether the entire law was rendered 
invalid by the decision declaring parts of it 
to be go, he said: 

Does it foliow that because the law has been 
left mutilated it snould remain buried? and he 
answered thatit did. The instrument had been 
left too long uninterred. In its present condi- 
tion it shocks the sensibilities. The rule was 
that when parts of alaw upon which other parts 
or the whole of it were dependent are declared 
invalid the dependent parts must also share the 
same fate, and he contended that by the former 
decision of the court the income tax law had ‘been 
robbed of its body and substance.

HOUSE KNOCKSITOUT 


TRAIN ROBBERY BILL IS TOO STRONG 
TO SUIT MEMBERS. 


Refuse to Pass It in Its Present Shape= 
Defect May Be Cured to the Satisfac- 
tion of Its Opponents—Cook County 
Civil Service Bill Gets a Death Blow=— 
F. H. Cooper Roams at Will Through 
Springfield’s Streets — Meyer Talks 
Straight to a Committee. 


Springfield, Ill, May 8&.—[{Special.]—The 
Senate bill allowing the impositioAh of the 
death penalty upon those found guilty of 
train robbery failed to pass today. It was 
thought by the House to be improperly 
drawn, and it was bitterly contested on that 
ground. It will tomorrow be returned to sec- 
ond reading for the purpose of amendment, 
SO as to make it meet with the approval ofa 
majority of the members of the House. Its 
chances of passage are still considered good, 
and some of the best lawyers in the House 
will undertake the work of curing its de- 
fects. 

When the roll-call was completed there 
were enough votes to pass the bill but mem- 
bers immediately began changing their votes 
to the negative, and when the result was an- 
nounced only fifty-eight votes were recorded 
for it, while there were seventy-three votes 


against the bill. 

The following is the section of the bill 
which defines train robbing and provides the 
death penalty therefor: 

Any person or persons who shall remove, displace, 
or injure any signal,frog,rail,tie, bridge,or trestle, 
or any part of a railroad track or roadbed, or who 
shall Hn upon any railroad track any obstruc- 
tion or explosive substance or enter intw any con- 
spiracy therefor with the design of robbing any 
company, agency, employé, passenger, or other 
person on any railway train, engine, tender, car, 
or coach on any railroad in this State, or who 
shall in any way stop, detain, or arrest the prog- 
ress of any such train, engine, tender, car, or 
coach with the intent to commit robbery thereon, 
or having in any way gone upon or entered any en 
gine, tender, coach, express, baggage, mali, or 
other car, or any apartment of such train, shall 
there rob, maim, wound, injure, or kill any pas- 
senger, agent, employé, person, or persons, or snall 
rob any express company, mail pouch, baggage, 
or other car of any money or valuable thing what- 
soever, either the property of such company, 
agent, employé, pagsenger, or other person, or the 
property of anothef in his or their care or custody, 
or shall assault any agent, employé, messenger, 
passenger, or other person on said train or con- 
nected therewith, shall be deemed guilty of train 
robbing and on conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by death or confinement in the penitentiary 
for a term of not less than ten years. 

The clause of this section objected to ts 
that inflicting the death penalty on any per- 
son who “shall assault any agent, employé, 
méssenger, passenger, or other person on 
said train or connected therewith.” 

Mr: White of McLean, from the Committee 
to Visit State Charitable Institutions, made 
a report on the Illinois Charitable Eye and 
Ear Infirmary at Chicago. The report in 
part says: 

The general appearance of the infirmary was 
anything. but inviting, and as a whole was not 
creditable to the State. An air of untidinéss pfe- 
vailed and there was an absence of everything 
that goes to make up a comfortable home. The 
furniture is old, out. of repair, and wholly unin- 
viting all throughout the building for such an in- 
stitution. The chairs, the beds and the bedding, 
the table furniture are such as one would expect 
to find only in a poverty-stricken home. There 
is hardly a chair in the institution that would be 
called respectable in the ordinary family. There 
are now in the institution 142 patients: with suit- 
able furniture 160 could be accommodated. The 
average for the last year has been 140. The gen- 
eral appropriation asked for is $54,000. 

Who is to be blamed for the condition as found 
your committee does not pretend to say. The pro- 
fessional care is of a high character and there is 
no good reason why the institution should not 
take high rank among similar institutions of the 


Nation. 
The committee recommend the appropria- 


tion asked. The same committee made a 
report on the Northern. Hospita] for the 
Insane at Elgin, finding it in good condition. 

A number of the Commissioners of Cook 
County are here in the interest of a Senate 
bill which provides for the institution of 
civil service among the employés coming 
within the jurisdiction of the Cook County 
Board. An attempt was made in the House 
today to get a suspension of the rules so as 
to have the bill reada firsttime. Represent- 
ative Morris of Iroquois made the motion 
and a howl of objection was heard. The 
motion was lost on a roll call by a vote of— 
yeas 26, nays 75. This is probably the finish 
to the measure. The members seem to think 
it would be. wiser before extending the prin- 
ciples of civil service to see how it works in 
the municipal government of Chicago. 

Mr. Bryan’s bill, regulating the sale of 
land for taxes and the redemption of the 
same, was passed. It provides, among other 
thines, that the person at a tax sale offering 
to pay the amount due as taxes for the least 
percentage thereon as penalty shall be the 
purchaser; but it is provided that no bid shall 
be accepted for a penalty exceeding 25 per 
cent of the amount of the tax or special as- 
sessment. Real property so sold may be re- 
deemed at any time before the expiration of 
two years by payment to the County Clerk 
of the amount for which the land was sold, 
together with the amount of the penalty, if 
redeemed within six months; twice the 
amount of the penalty if redeemed between 
six and ‘twelve months; three times the 
penalty if redeemed between twelve and 
eighteen months; and four times the penal- 
ty ifredeemed between eighteen months and 
two years. 


COOPER DOES JUST AS HE PLEASES. 


Although the Senate Says He’s in Contempt 
No Arrest Has Been Made. 

Springfield, Ill., May 8.—[{Special.]—Frank 
H. Cooper roamed around Springfield today 
at hiswown sweet will. He was in contempt 
of the Senate, but that fact didn’t seem to 
give him the least annoyance or worriment. 
He sat at the table in the Leland Hotel din- 
ing-room hard by his relentless pursuer, 
Senator Moses Salomon, and took break- 
fast, dinner, and supper at peace with all the 
world. No Sergeant-atArms or officer of 
the law dogged Mr. Cooper’s steps. He was 
unmolested and did just exactly as he 


pleased. 

Moses Salomon and the Attorney-General 
made up their minds last night they would 
get up some kind of a writ directed to any 
officer of the State, from Adjutant-General 
down to Poundmaster, to apprehend Frank 
H. Cooper. The Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
Senate, Mr. Anderson, knows a thing or two 
himself, and he does not intend to get into 
any legal complications by making an un- 
warranted arrest. All went along well 
enough with Senator Moses Salomon and At- 
torney-General Maurice Talleyrand Moloney 
until noontime, when they came to the con- 
clusion that Cooper could not be arrested 
without a resolution of the Senate specifical- 
ly ordering that act. This brought the pro- 
ceedings under the contempt case to an end 
for the day. 

Mr. Cooper says he is going to Chicago to- 
night and will return whenever the Senate 
wants him. Sergeant-at-Arms Anderson 
says he will arrest Mr. Cooper whenever he 
is armed with proper papers on the one hand 
and has the State of Illinois at his back on 
the other. He intends to do his duty in ac- 
cordance with the advice of hislawyer. Be- 
yond this he will not movea wheel. 

He was asked if he intended to take Mr. 
Cooper to the Sangamon County Jail in case 
he was told to arrest him, and he replied: 

“O, I should think not. Mr. Cooper is a 
gcntieman; he isn’t charged with any crime. 
If I were told to take charge of him under 
proper papers | suppose that Mr. Cooper 
and myself would take up headquarters at 
the Leland and get along pleasantly so long 
as the Legislature was in session or until he 
was released by process of law.” 

Senator Green's insurance bill occupied the 
greater part of the sesion today. It came up 
as a special order on second reading. The 
discussion turped on the amendments of- 
fered by Senator Green and Which the In- 
surance committee had modified and re- 
ported with a favorable recommendation. 
After a long debate the bill with the commit- 
tee amendments and one or two additional 
amendments offered on the floor was ad- 
vanced to a third reading.

MEYER GOES AFTER A COMMITTEE. 


Says It Has No Right to Report on the 
Telephone Bill. 

Springfield, Ill., May 8.—{Special.]—Early 
in the-session Representative Cody of Cook 
County introduced a bill regulating the 
charges imposed by telephone companies. 
It was under the rules of the house sent 
to the Committee on Corporations. That 
committee at first ordered the bill reported 
favorably to the House, but subsequently 
rescinded its action and the bill still re- 
mains in the committee. Mr. Cody, nothing 
daunted, however, got the House Commit- 
tee on County and Township Organization 
to approve his measure and order it re- 
perted to the House as a committee bill. 
A mer ty Pak commiitee was held today 
at which er Meyer was present. That 
gentieman read to the o tion 
rules of the House respecting the scope of 
the committee work and the reference of 


killa, die Said be did uot care to enter into 


the discussion of the telephone bill at all, 
but told the committee plainly it should 
confine its business within the scope of the 
rules of the House. He then withdrew and 
an attempt was made to get the commit- 
tee to reverse its action inlindorsing the bill. 
This failed and a favorable report was or- 
dered. The matter will come before the 
House some time or other, and when it 
does Speaker Meyer will hold the report out 
of order because the committee has not jur- 
isdiction of the subject matter embraced in 
the bill. 

The joint Committee of the House and Sen- 
ate on Drainage and Waterways met this 
afternoon to consider Senator Bogardusg’ bill 
to promote the construction of waterways. 
The bill contemplates the construction of a 
great trunk waterway through Illinois from 
Lake Michigan via the Illinois and Des- 
plaines Rivers to the Mississippi. It pro- 
vides for the appointment by the Governor 
of a competent engineer to act as comission- 
er, who shall prepare and procure all the 
necessary data and information for such a 
project and report the same to the next Gen- 
eral Assembly. At the request of the Chair- 
man, Senator Sawyer, Engineer Cooley of 
the Chicago Drainage Board was present 
and addressed the committee on the subject 
of the proposed waterway. At the conclu- 
sion of his talk the amount of the appropria- 
tion, which had been left blank, was made 
$25,000, on motion of Senator Munroe, and the 
commissioner's salary was fixed at $500 per 
month. On motion of Senator Mahoney the 
bill was ordered reported favorably to the 
Committee on Appropriations. 


NO ONE KNOWS WHAT HE WILL DO. 


Altgeld Gives No Indication of Action on 
House Bill No. 618. 

Springfield, Ill., May 8.—[{Special.]—Gov. 
Altgeld has as yet given no indication as to 
his probable action respecting House Bill 
No. 618. He was absent from his office all 
morning, and this fact led many to believe 
that he was preparing a veto message to the 
House on this measure. On inquiry it was 
found he remained at the mansion to enter- 
tain a party of friends from Chicago who are 
visiting him. The Governor was in the ex- 
ecutive office all the afternoon and received 
many visitors. So far as can be learned he 
told no one what he intended to do respect- 
ing the frontage bill, nor did he have any 
conversation on the topic that could be 
gleaned. 


SOUND MONEY WILL WIN IN 1896, 


A Majority of Delegates in Each Convention 
Will Be for Honest Money. 

The New York Times (Dem.) imagines 
that it possesses the gift of prophecy and 
can tell how the delegates to the Republican 
National Convention of 1896 will vote on the 
money question in making its platform. 
This is its forecast of May 5: 

Up to the time that the delegates to the Re- 
publican-convention are called upon to vote upon 
the platform the silver men appear to be likely 
to have their own way.

HE STOPS AT RIGAT | 


OOOPER WILL DUMP NO MORE GAR- 
BAGE IN LINOOLN PARK, 


Before President Crawford Ends the 

' Seheme Eight Loads Are Placed, but 
Hereafter, It Is Promised, Another 
Place Will Be Found for IteDrainage 
Trustees Get an Unexplained Proposi- 
tion for the Use of One Bank of the 
Drainage Canal—M unicipal News. 


Col. Cooper’s hired men deposited eight 
more loads of garbage in his Lincoln Park 
dump yesterday morning and then retired 
from the field, sending his wagons to the reg- 
ular dump at Diversey street and Ashland 
avenue. Yesterday afternoon park teams 
were covering up the garbage, and no more 
of it will find its way to the park. 

While Col. Cooper transferred his atten- 
tions to a less favored locality the mischief 
was done in the park, for he left a rank smell 
along the Lake Shore drive that grew in 
strength of unpleasantness as the day wore 
on and the hot sun hastened the decay of the 
garbage that remained uncovered. Mean- 
while complaints and protests began coming 
into the office of President Andrew Crawford 
as soon as residents in the vicinity learned 
what was going on. But Mr. Crawford was 
the earliest of all objectors. ‘He drove to the 
dump before 8 o’clock, got a good whiff of 
the thriving stench, and -at once looked up 
the Park Superintendent and told him to 
stop the further dumping. 

Before this order could be executed, how- 
éver, the wagons which had been loaded the 
night before reached the park and were un- 
loaded. 

Miss Jane Addams, inspector of the Nine- 
teenth Ward, returned from her trip East 
Tuesday and was on hand yesterday at the 
office of the Street and Alley Cleaning Bu- 
reau to make her report to Supt. Rhode. She 
spoke at length about the garbage system in 
vogue in New York City, where she said the 
work was much more simple on account of 
the shape of the city, which is long and nar- 
row. All utensils used for the handling of 
garbage are of iron and emptied and washed 
daily, after which the refuse is deposited in 
the ocean, through the agency of huge 
scows. All of the work, except the handling 
of the scows, is done by the city. A larger 
amount of money is expended there than in 
Chicago, and as a consequence the city is 
cleaned daily. 


WANTS ONE SIDE OF THE BIG DITCH. 


Drainage Trustees Get a Proposition from 
, George A. Chambers. 

The following communication from George 
A. Chambers. whose offices are in the Mon- 
tauk Block, No. 115 Monroe street, caused 
some speculation among the Trustees of the 
Drainage District, to whom it was submitted 
at the regular meeting yesterday: 

If you will have the Gump on one side of the 
canal made level and 150 feet wide on ton I will 
lease it of you for 199 years and pay you $30,000 
per year rental, lease to commence as soon as 
completed. 

The letter was referred to the Committeeon 
Engineering and Finance. 

Mr. Chambers could not be found last 
night at his office. -His residence is not given 
in the city directory, and no one in the build- 
ing knew where he lived. 

The members had a hot dispute over Com- 
missioner Keily’s order that the Engineer 
should be instructed to suspend the gauge 
readings on and after July 1 at the following 
points: Bowmanville, on the North Branch; 
Desplaines, Riverside, Joliet, on the Des- 
plaines River; and Morris, on Illinois River. 
These readings are all accomplished at a 
monthly outlay of $50, which, Commissioner 
Kelly and Commissioner Eckhart declared, 
was money thrown away. , The matter finally 
went to the Committee on Engineering and 
Finance, 

The gauge readings are taken for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the extent of the volume 
of water passing through the channel. 

The vouchers approved in connection with 
the construction account of the Engineering 
Department were exceptionally heavy for the 
last two weeks, This item alone reaches 
$25,935 and the total of the vouchers ordered 
paid amounts to $327,133. 


COMMISSIONER KENT CUTS DEEP, 


Lets Out 2,627 Men from the Street De- 
partment—Other Changes. 

Commissioner of Public Works Kent is 
getting rid of the barnacles as fast as he can. 
Out of 2,918 men employed as laborers in 
the street department in the last half of 
March 2,627 have been discharged, at a sav- 
ing to the city of $50,290 per month. This 
leaves only 291 to work. The pay-roll for 
the department laborers is thus reduced from 
$58,166 to $7,875 per month. Arrange- 
ments have been made for many changes in 
the clerical force in tbe various bureaus, as 
well as among the various inspectors. The 
Commissioner discharged J. R. Burnick, 
Superintendent of the Canal pumping sta- 
tion, for disobedience of orders in putting 
men upon the pay-rolls against the orders of 
the Commissioner. The men were discharged 
with Burnick. 

Mr. Kent appointed Granville Kimball of 
the Thirty-fourth Ward Superintendent of the 
Sixty-eighth street pumping station, vice Rob- 
ert Hawkins, discharged. He wus recom- 
mended by the Western Society of Engineers 
and many business firms. He was in the 
United States navy eight years and for ten 
years was chief engineer of various ocean 
merchant vessels. For five years he Was a 
general contractor in Chicago. At one time he 
was connected with the Cramps, and he has 
also been foreman of various machine shops. 

William G. Beale, the new Corporation 
Counsel, will not qualify foraday ot two. 
His private business demands his immediate 
attention, and at Mr. Beale’s request Mr. 
Palmer will continue to aet as Corporation 
Counsel temporarily.

ALLEGED CURE FOR CONSUMPTION, 


Not Encouraging—First Reports About Pilo- 
carpin Greatly Exaggerated. 

New York Times: When it was reported 
on the 12th ult. that Dr. Louis Waldstein of 
this city, now in Germany, had discovered 
a remedy for consumption and cancer, the 
statement published by Dr. Waldstein was 
not accessible here. On the following day 
there was published the report to the State 
Department in which the discovery had been 
unnounced. The text of that report did not 
warrant the somewhat extravagant asser- 
tions which had already attracted public 
attention. It appeared from this that Dr. 
Waldstein had ascertained that the lym- 
phatic glands are stimulated by injections of 
pliocarpin. We do not understand that this 
effect of pliocarpin had been unknown. His 
theory was that injections of pliocarpin, 
stimulating the lymphatic glands, would in- 
crease the number of white corpuscles in the 
blood, and thus reinforce the blood’s original 
germicidal power. There seems to be fairly 
satisfactory evidence that the white corpus- 
cles are active foes of the invading bacteria 
or germs of infectious diseases. Dr. Wald- 
stein believes that their number can be in- 
creased and their beneficial action intensi- 
fied by pilocarpin. He had proved this, it 
was said, by observation and experiment in 
two hospitals. But the report to the State 
Department also said: 

“Dr. Waldstein has not had time to watch 
the effect of his discovery in relation to 
tuberculosis of the lungs, but the reasoning 
that led him to what he has already achieved 
seems equally good for the cure of this ter- 
rible scourge of mankind. He strongly ad- 
vises physicians to try pilocarpin in the 
early stages of consumption.” 

No reference whatever to cancer was made 
in this report. No proof was offered that 
any consumptive patient had been benefited 
by pilocarpin injections. It was stated, how- 
ever, that in one case of lupus the effect of 
the injections had been surprisingly good. 

Additional information is obtained from a 
letter received in Cincinnati from Dr. Wald- 
stein (published by the Enquirer), and from 
advance sheets of the doctor's article in a 
Berlin medical journal received by a physi- 
cian in this city. In the letter he says that 
he observed in a number of cases of diph- 
theria treated with anti-toxine that the 
number of the white corpuscles was largely 
increased. We quote as follows: . 

‘The various works on the subject would 
indicate that in recovery from infectious 
diseases there is always a stimulation of 
certain organs of the body—namely: the 
lymphatic glands, the result of which is the 
formation of certain protective substances, 
I therefore inferred that, if I could artificial- 
ly increase the white cells in the blood, re- 
covery would be facilitated. In looking 
around for substances which would have 
rapid action in this direction I found that the 
best results were obtained with pilocarpin. 

‘‘ It has already been shown," he remarks, 
* that it increased the white cells.”” Having 
said that in the cases of several children 
“who had marked enlargement of the lym- 
phatic glands after scariatina or measles,” 
the glands were reduced in size by pilocar- 
pin injections, he proceeds as follows: 

** Pilocarpin was also employed in a num- 
ber of cases of phthisis. Some cases with 
phthisis [consumption] and without fever 
received injections of pilocarpin. The re- 
sult was a marked rise of temperature, and 
at times a scarlatinous rash, which resem- 
bles very much that which followed injec- 
tions of antitoxine and tuberculin. In two 
advanced cases, in which the opportunity of 
making post-mortems was afforded, the con- 
dition of the lungs was very much like that 
found after injections of tuberculin.” 

We do not learn from this that any bene- 
ficial effect was perceived, unless a rise of 
temperature be regarded as beneficial. And 
if it be accepted that the effect In cases of 
consumption is similar to the effect of tuber- 
culin, this)does not commend the treatment, 
for it is generally held that injections of 
tuberculin in cases of consumption tend to 
accelerate the progress of the malady. Nor 
is there anything encouraging in the fact 
that it was practicable to make autopsies 
in the cases of two patients not. long after 
they had been subjected to the treatment. 

It appears, then, that the experiments have 
yielded no proof of the efficacy of pilocarpin 
in cases of consumption or cancer; that one 
case of lupus appears to have been affected 
very favorably, and that a beneficial effect 
is said to have been produced in cases of so- 
called diphtheria where the agent of true 
diphtheritic infection was absent. Inas- 
much as the effect of the injections is said 
to resemble that of injections of tuberculin, 
and use the presence of an excesive 
number of white corpuscles in the blood isa 
troublesome disease in itself, Dr. Waldstein 
does well to say that the injections “‘ must 
be given with caution.”

gathering here of notable men from all 
parts of the country.

Judge C. W. Fairbanks of Indiana, who de- 
clares ex-President Harrison is the “ log- 
ical’’ candidate for 1896; ex-Judge George 
Zanzibar Riley of Accomac County, Va., 
who is for any good Republican for the 
l’residency, who wishes to build up the 
trade of this country with South America:

ANNUAL TARGET FOR THE BIG SHELLS 


Al Foster Again Nearly Demol- 
ished at Sandy Hceok. 

New York, May 8.—[Special.]—The fishing 
steamer Al Foster is the annual target for 
the big guns at the Sandy Hook proving 
grounds. Last year it came within a few 
feet of being punctured by a great shell. To- 
day it had a similar experience. 

The steamer was about two miles south- 
east of the Sandy Hook lightship. The Cap- 
tain was in the pilot house and a number of 
passengers were on the upper deck, There 
was a whizzing noise in the air and all 
turned suddenly to see what caused it. Noth- 
ing was visible and as the sound camecloser 
heads were ducked. The Captain and some 
of the experienced passengers recognized the 
strange sound. They knew only a flying 
shot could make it and were frightened. If 
it struck the boat the wooden sides would 
be crushed like paper and the people aboard 
who were not killed would have to escape as 
best they could from a sinking ship. 

The shot passed overhead, so close the cur- 
rent of air it caused was felt by some pas- 
sengers on the deck. A second later there 
was a great splash on the starboard side aft, 
not fifteen feet away. The water rose upas 
high as the decks and circular waves ran 
out over the smooth sea. Only one man was 
at the stern of the boat. He was standing 
at the rail on the lower deck fixing his fish 
lines when the great shot plumped down 
close by. The splashing water wet him 
through. 

The steamer was going at full speed and 
quickly left the place far astern. Every- 
body on board heard the sound and rushed 
out to see what had happened. One of the 
crew who was inside said his first thought 
was a collision had occurred, Capt. Foster 
took the written statements of a number of 
persons who heard the sound and saw the 
shot strike. It is not known what kind of a 
shot was fired.

FAIR AS THEIR STATE 


BRAINS AND BEAUTY AT THE 
GATHFRING OF IOWA WOMEN. 


An Up-to-Date Convention Is the Biennial 
of the Federation of Clubs—Delegates 
from Hamlet and City Meet on Equal 
Terms, All Bent on Improving Them. 
selves in Intelligenee=Mrs. Henrotin Is 
Given a Hearty Reception—Two- Minute 
Talks During the Afternoon. 

Cedar Rapids, Ia., May 8.—[Special.J— 
Hundreds ‘of strictly up-to-date club women 
and a solitary, somber-faced man, who 
looked as though he devoutly wished he had 
been born a woman, constituted the inter- 
ested assemblage at the gpening session of 
the Iowa Federation pe Women’s clubs. 
Gayly colored badges fiuttered from innu- 
merable lapels—the new woman has them, 
you know—and the lapels themselves were at- 
tached to spic and span spring gowns. Nat- 
urally, the first thing in order was for every 
woman to enthusiastically inform her near- 
est neighbor: how “perfectly lovely’ she 
looked, and such pet phrases as “you dear 


sweet thing’’ were not considered Fostws) 
, 


ible with the intellectual dignity of the lowa 
new woman. 

This animated converse, likened into a 
magpie medley, ended only when the State 
President, Mrs. James Berryhill, sounded 
the gavel, when these learned club women 
reluctantly turned their thoughts to less 
frivolous themes. The great woman's club 
movement, as especially illustrated at this 
biennial convention, is nothing if not edu- 
cational. Ambitious women from the read- 
ing and the study class in the out-of-the- 
way hamlets met today with the progressive 
women from the social and literary depart- 
mental club of the larger cities. The vil- 
lage club woman, usually a struggling 
farmer's wife, has saved the necessary dol- 
lars from her chicken money to come tv 
this gathering in order to satiate the irre- 
pressible longing for something better in life 
than routime labor. At the same time the 
city-bred woman forgets selfish ideals in the 
happy thought that she, with her greater op- 
portunities, may be able to add to the life of 
her less fortunate sister. 

The chief difference, after all, between 
these two classes of club women is the size 
of sleeves. The country club woman pos- 
sesses the abbreviated sleeves of old-fash- 
ioned cut; the city\club woman wears the 
extreme mode. One in purpose and power, 
they meet on common ground, each finding 
in the other much too admire, to emulate, to 
thoroughly respect. 

This kaleidoscopic picture of the personnel 
of the lowa Iederation evidences its great 
scope and progressive spirit. From the 
woman's club point of view probably no 
State in the West equals it in enthusiasm 
and influence. As a federation it is chiefly 
literary, which sentiment finds practical ap- 
plication in the formation of public libraries. 
Indeed this may be designated as its particu- 
lar hobby. 


Clubs and Their Members. 

An interesting résumé of the club life_of 
lowa was given in a paper by that charming 
wvuman from Marshalltown, Mrs. Anna B. 
Hiuwe. The mother of clubs is the Conver- 
sation club of Dubuque, organized in 1868, 
for the purpose of information, It is fur- 
ther notable as one of the first women’s 
clubs of-the country to have regular depart- 
ments. The present President, Mrs. Mary 
Berry Adams, who was connected with the 
World’s Fair Congresses, represents it at 
the convention. When the infectious feder- 
ation idea reached lowa twenty-seven of the 
clubs organized at Marshalltown, April, 
Ist’. At this, the first biennial birthday, it 
numbers ninety-éight clubs. The lowa fed- 
€ration places no limitations to its member- 
ship. From the Anakrisian Society of Sioux 
City, composed of six women, to the Depart- 
mental Ladies’ Literary Association of Du- 
buque, with a membership of 250, it hasa 
constituency of 2,058 progressive women, 
representing fifty towns. Dubuque, with its 
nine clubs, is the banner city in point of 
numbers. The Woman’s club of Des Moines 
has an exchequer filled with $4,000 to be de- 
voted to an art gallery. On the other hand 
the Marshalltown Woman's club has the 
distinction of being the only club to havea 
building fund in anticipation of a home of 
its own. The Isabella club of lowa Falls is 
unique in having husbands as honorary 
members, which is declared by one of the 
fair club women to be a step toward the 
ideal club. Another interesting organization 
is the Holly_Press club of Belmond, so 
named in honor of Marietta Holly, with a 
merabership of fair journalists. 

These are but samples of the many wide- 
awake clubs which make up the most inter- 
esting lowa federation. lIowa is the birth- 
place of that mysterious secret organization 
of women, the P. E. O., not allied with the 
federation simply because it is secret. One 
of its members, Mrs. Jessie Mallory Thair 
of Chariton, is a prominent figure at the 
convention. In 1869 it originated among 
college girls at Mount Pleasant, and has 
since spread into twelve States, with a mem- 
bership of thousands. Inasmuch as some 
women can keep a secret it is not known ex- 
actly what may be its mission. It was in- 
timated, however, thatit hasa real, for-sure 
goat, not unlike the frisky animal of the 
masculine fraternity. The National Presi- 
dent of the P. E. O. is Mrs. Alice Briggs of 
Nebraska. 

Now They Get at Work. 

On the beautifully embellished rostrum of 
the Congregational Church sat the officers 
of the State Federation, including Mrs 
Charles Henrotin of Chicago, President of 
the General Federation, when the first bien- 
nial was inaugurated. The morning session 
was chiefly devoted to routine reports, made 
interesting by the ready wit of the club 
woman. Following the gracious greeting 
by Mrs..G. R. Skinner of the Cedar Rapids 
Literary club, the State’ President, Mrs. 
James RBerryhill,. responded with a clever 
paper. Mrs. Mary W. Coggswell, Mrs. Mar- 
garet I. Grigg, Mrs. Anna B. Howe, Mrs. 
Maria C. Weed, and Mrs. Adeline M. Payne 
aiso spoke of different phases of club life. 

When Mrs. Charles Henrotin of Chicago 
was introduced she was greeted with ap- 
plause so generous as to leave no doubt of 
her popularity as foster mother of club wo- 
men of the country. Mrs. Henrotin referred 
interestingly to various progressive State 
federations and recommended the unique 
work of the Ohio Federation, many of whose 
clubs have traveling libraries of forty vol- 
umes, secured from the nearest library and 
sent from place to place for a fortnight. 

At the afternoon session most of the nine- 
ty-eight Presidents of the lowa Federation 
responded with two-minute talks. The tin- 
kie of a silver bell called each speaker down 
at the end of that time, which invariablv 
proved insufficient for the new woman to 
have her “‘say.’’ 

Some representatives were mere school 
girls, others gray-haired grandmothers, al] 
intensely enthusiastic. Their courses of 
study cover every field of investigation. 
from art to anthropology, Greece to Green- 
land. In short, the Iowa club woman pur- 
poses to leave no stone unturned when it 
comes .to keeping pace with fin de siecle fem- 
ininity. 

The social feature of the convention wasa 
reception given last evening at the Ladies’ 
Literary club, with the husbands of the club 
members the only favored men. The pret- 
tiest gowns from four hundred trunks.from 
the four corners of the State made the Iowa 
club woman appear altogether lovely. 

An unusual feature of the federation fes- 
tival.is the number of newspaper women 
present. Six fair reporters plied their pen- 
cils all day, with hot a man in sight. As 
delegates to the convention are a number of 
bright writers. Mrs. Ada Langworthy Col- 
lier of Dubuque is a writer of clever verses 
and a contributor to many journals. Mrs. 
I'auline J. Swalim is the first lowa woman to 
have a regular position on a political paper, 
and now jointly owns and controls with her 
husband a daily and weekly of Oskaloosa. 
Mrs. Henry Sabin of Des Moines is a versa- 
tile maker of verses.

tric lights. A square of electric lights is 
placed in the ceiling, done in sage green, and 
clusters are placed under the gallery.: Win- 
dows of Nile green and white glass are let 
into the side walls and placed between raised 
decorative pillars.

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In a letter bearing the Berlin postmark of 
April 15, which was received by one of her 
friends in Chicago yesterday, Mme. Helena 
Modjeska gives a vivid and interesting ac- 
count of the difficulties which have attended 
ber efforts to appear in the theaters of Russia 
and Poland, In St. Petersburg the Russian 
officials peremptorily forbade her to act after

ment had been probibited by ‘“ higher au- 


thurity’s orders.”’ After this unpleasant in- 
cident Mme. Modjeska addressed a letter to 
the Czarina appealing for just treatment. 
During February Mme. Modjeska was for- 
bidden to appear in the National The- 
ater at Warsaw. Subsequently the manager 
asked her to make an appeal to the 
officials of the city. She returned for that 
purpose in April, Dut was immediate y 
ordered to leave Warsaw with her attendants 
within twenty-four hours, which she was 
obhgedtodo. Herattemnpts to appear in other 
Russian cities were met by similar treatment. 
Mme. Modjeska writes that she is undecided 
about appearing in Berlin, as she does not 
like the temper of German audiences and 
fears she wiil fare badly with the Berlin 
critics on account of national! prejudices. 
She says she is not enjoying the best of health 
and is looking forward expectantly to her re- 
turn to America, which, she says, is the land 
fur her after ali,

tinctly one of the most important contribu- 
tions to Indian literature, both historicall, 
and statistically, that have yet been made in 
this country... It is a volume of nearly 700 

. pages, in which, in addition to mere statis- 
tical information, the history, ethnology, 
habits and customs, religion, superstitions, 
and progress toward civilization of every 
known tribe are exhaustively considered by 
experts, accompanied by hundreds of illustra- 
tions in black and white and half tones, be- 
sides chromos, portraite of distinguished 


chiefs, as well as numerous maps and charts. 


The first reliable census of the Indians was 
made in 1822, though Thomas Jefferson in 
- 1782 gave a cateful analysis of the location 

_of tribesand their numbers in the United 


States, which then embraced only the country 
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asaws, Choctaws, 
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Indians on reservations in twenty States and 
Territories, 133,417; the Six Nations of New 
York, 5,407; otherwise enumerated, 8,543. 
The Indians on reservations to whom rations 
are issued number 84,785. The self-sup- 
porting Indians on reservations, deriving sub- 
sistence from farming, herding, root digging, 
horse raising, fishing, and hunting number 
98,632. The total of self-supporting Indians 
taxed or taxable is 58,806, and of untaxed 
154,094. Tie citizen Indians are scattered 
over the whoie United States, and do not in- 
clude the Six Nations of New York and the five 
civilized tribes of the Indian Territory. Cali- 
fornia has the largest number of them, 11,- 
517, New Mexico and Michigan coming next 
in order with 8,554 and 5,624 respectively. 
Illinois has but 97. 

The above figures comprise but a very few 
from the great mass. contained in this im- 
portant volume, It ranks with the great 
work of Schoolcraft and Catlin, and is quite 
as graphic and picturesque in its narratives. 
It 1s in fact the most important reference 
book we have onall matters pertaining to 
the Indians, and in this respect the census 
authorities have scored an emphatic success. 
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THE SOUTH CHICAGO RIOT. 

A few ignorant, violent men who have no 
common sense and no idea of the binding 
force of a contract have succeeded in closing 
nearly all the departments of the Lilinois 
steel mills at South Chicago and throwing 
out of work several hundred men. The hand- 
ful of turbulent, vicious strikere, after having 
made an agreementto work during this year 
for certain wages and on certain terms, vio- 
lated their contract, and not content with that 
got up a mob for the purpose of @riving from 
their work the peaceful, law-abiding em- 
ployés who would not join with them. It 
was the evident intention of the leaders to 
coerce their employers into giving them the 
higher wages they demanded by shutting up 
their works. 

But to the surprise and discomfitufe of the 
rioters, who had not expected that the author- 
ities would interpose to protect persons and 
property, they discovered at once that they 
had a different kind of police force to deal 
with than on previous occasions. Last year 
they bad seen the police remain inactive 
while railroad trains were being derailed and 
railroad employés mobbed. This’ year they 
have been confronted by a force which knows 
that Hopkins is no longer Mayor. : 

The police behaved admirably Tuesday and 
yesterday. Both officers and men did their 
duty. They acted with that firmness and 
gailantry they have always displayed when 
they knew it was expected and demanded of 
They charged crowds of infuriated 
They 


them. 
rioters fearlessly and dispersed therm. 
arrested numbers of the leaders and iocked 
them up. Whena crowd of violent men be- 
gan to gather it was broken up. The rioters 
were not allowed to gain atréngth and con- 
fidence. The police acted just as if they knew 
Mayor Swift was on the ground looking at 
them. They were not afraid to strike back. 
They aid not hesitate to use their clubs. If 
they had behaved us well at the breaking out 
of last year’s riots as they have this week it 
would have been unnecesary to call out any 
soldiers then. 

These rioting Slavs and Huns should be 
taught a lesson which they will not forget. 
They should be taught that when men have 
agreed to work for certain wages they should 
stick to their bargain, and that they cannot 
get better pay by breaking that bargain, 
arming themselves with stones and bars of 
iron, driving several hundred peaceful men 
from work, and taking possession of their 
employers’ premises. Itis much better they 
should be taught that by policemen with 
clubs than by soldiers with muskets. There 
could not weil be a more ‘inexcusable strike- 
riot than that at South Chicago, The police 
did rightly to treat it asa riot and to squelch 
it by the most vigorous means. They did 
splendid service and they .should continue 
doing it until the rioters are subdued, and 
not a man of the latter should ever be em- 
ployed there again. Every man of them,whu 
is arrested should be severely punished. It 
is time to teach such fellows a lesson. They 
must learn that whatever their grievances 
may be bricks and stones and coupling-pins 
are not the proper remedy, that men who 
wish to work have the right to work, and that 
they cannot have the privilege of wrecking 
and ruining the plant of a great industry. 
There is no excuse for such rioting. It is 
anarchy, and the authorities of that section 
of the city will be sustained by the public in 
using the promptest and most vigorous meth- 
ods for its suppression. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM FOR LABORERS, 

Formerly the New York laborer who wanted 
to get'a city job had tu go to some Tam many- 
ite to get it, Without the backing of a dis- 
trict ieader or some other member of that 
potent organization he could do nothing, and 
that backing he had to pay for in one way or 
another, either with cash cr politica! services. 
He generally had to juin some ward club or 
other political organization and hurrah for the 
man who got him his place. 

That has all been changed, There is a 
Labor Clerk now, and to him every man who 
wants to handie pick or spade for the city 
must apply. He is given a blank on which 
he puts down his name, age, residence, and 
citizenship, the number and relationship ot 
those dependent on him for support, and his 
previous service in the army and navy, if any. 
He must also present a certificate of charac. 
ter signed by tWo reputable citizens, one of 
whom is or has been his employer, vouching 
for his sobriety, trustworthiness, industry, and 
capacity for labor in the employment for 
which he seeks to be registered. No educa- 
tional test is required. Any willful misstate- 
ment by the applicant disqualifies him for 
registration. : 

After these blanks have been classified ap- 
plicants are notified to appear for examina- 
tion. Those who seem to be able todo the 
kind of work they apply for will be regis- 
tered and will be notified in turn when ana 
where to report for duty. 

This new system which has just been adopt- 
ed meets with the hearty approval of the 
workingmen, They feel that they have been 
emancipated and that they will not have to 
be at the beck and call of the politicians. 
The latter are disconsolate. Several thou- 
sand places have been taken out of their 
clutches. That patronage, the disposal of 
which was the basis of their power, has been 
taken from them, and they are afraid they 
never can get it back. Tammany has been 
dealt a severe blow, for; by its control of 
these offices, it exerted a powerful influence 
over the working classes. 

Soon the laboring men of Chicago will be 
in the same fortupate position as those of 
New York. Their votes contributed to the 
adoption of the civil service reform law, ahd 
they will participate in its benefits. When 
the Civil Service Commission is organized in 
due time, and has adopted its rules, they will 
look to that commission, and not to the ward 
politicians foremployment. They will appear 
before it and be examined simply as to their 
physical qualifications, their healtn, and their 
manual skill. No quesiions of a political 
nature will be put tothem. They will not be 
asked if they have aldermanic backing. They 
wiil be judged on their merits alone, from the 
skilled mechanic down to the street cieaner.

HE WOULD HALVE THE UNIT, 

The kind of “ bimetailism’’ that Coin’s 
Financial Fool is working for may be under- 
stood from a statement jon page 132 of a 
pamphlet purporting to narrate what was 
said and done at certain alleged gatherings 
which never were held. It tells that money 
on the present gold basis “ hasa purchasing 
power twice what a bimetallic currency 
would have.’’ This cannot mean anything 
else than that the author of the pamphlet be- 
lieves free silver coinage’ would give us a 
currency the unit of which would have but 
nalf the buying power of the present current 
cy unit. He practically admits that the silver 
dollar would circulate only at its Dullion 
value, as is the rule in Mexico. Any school- 
boy has sense enough to beable to under- 


stand that gold money would not circulate 


on equal terms with silver dollars on this 
basis, unless the value of gold should decline 
50 per cent. The schoolboy might not have 
sufficient knowledge of finance to know such 
an event is just as improbable as would be thc 
doubling of the bullion value of silver by act 
of Congress, which even Coin’s Financial Fool 
does not expect would occur. But any and 
every man whois intelligent and old enough to 
vote ought to have no difficulty in seeing .the 
utter absurdity of the proposition, ana the in- 
sincerity of the man who makes it. On page 
133 of the pamphlet it is stated that the 
change advocated * would double the value of 
all property,’’ which is -another admission 
that silver monometallism is counted 
on. But what kind of doubling 
would it be? About the same’ as the reckor- 
ing that a man is twelve feet high, this con- 
clusion being arrived at by the simple process 
of cutting down the measuring foot to half its 
present length, or pretty much the same as 
stating that the crop of wheat in the United 
States last year was 1,000 million. bushels, 
the ** bushel’’ by which it was measured hav- 
ing a capacity of only four gallons instead of 
eight. Would the man be a single hair’s 
breadth taller, or the wheat crop make an 
ounce more of flour because of the change in 
the unit of measure? None ‘ut a fool or an 
arrant rogae would propose to the people of 
the United States such a palpably idiotic way 
for getting rich, or in any manner improv- 
ing their condition. 


THE INCOME TAX REARGUMENT. 

The rearguments in the income tax cases 
are atan end andin about a week the Su- 
preme Court will make pubiic its decision; 
or, tostate it more accurately, Mr. Justice 
Jackson will make known his decision, which 
will be that of the court. 

The arguments on both sides were able 
ones, but there was nothing new in them. 
The old straw was thrashed over, No addi- 
tional points were made. Mr, Olney did con- 
cede that the taxation of State and municipal 
bonds would be unconstitutional, but he con- 
ceded nothing else. These arguments were 
not intended for the information of all the 
members of the court, but of only one of 
them. Judge Jackson, who was sick and ab- 
sent when the first hearing was bad. But for 
the luoks of the thing the other eight might 
have remained away and let the learned coun- 
sel concentrate their eloquence on the odd 
man. 

For that is what Justice Jackson is. His 
colleagues stand four to four on the question 
of the constitutionality of the law as a 
whole. Itis understood that two of tho-e 
who voted to sustain it would have voted 
otherwise but for a decision made a century 
ago, and for one made when an income tax was 
imposed to raise money to put down a great re- 
bellion. They do not think the Supreme Court 
should reverse itself, even if it madea blund- 
er inthe first instance, . These two men may 
not budge from their position, but if Justice 
Jackson holds the entire law bad it will be 
wiped out, for he has the casting vote. 

He nas to decide another question also. A 
majority of the Justices without him are of 
the opinion. that the tax on income from 
rents of land is unconstitutional. Four Jus- 
tices are of the opinion that cutting sucha slice 
out of the law makes the whole act invalid. 
Four hold that even though thus maimed and 
marred, the rest of the law, taxing income 
from personal property, can stand. The odd 
man will have to determine between them. 

Never before has a Judge been in just such 
a pusition or had sucha responsibility put on 
him. If the lawis held utterly bad all will 
know that his vote did it. Ifthe remnants of 
it after rents are excepted are withheld overy 
one will know that he did it. There are many 
conjectures as to how he will decide, but no 
positive knowledge. It is to be hoped that 
he will make up his mind speedily and wise- 
| ly, soit may be announced about a week 
hence, that the odious income tax has been 
knoeked in the head.

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SHOE BUSINESS IN CHICAGO. 

One of. the largest manufacturers of boots 
and shoes in the Eastera States is reported to 
have said recently that such cities as Lynn, 
Haverhill, Brockton, and other famous ceu- 
ters of the shoe industry cannot much longer 
hold their own against the competition of the 
West. He says the West has captured the 
shoe business formerly held by New Englard 
and is going to hold it, He states the greater 
cheapness of labor in the West than in the 
East as the one reason for the change, but 
might bave added that relative nearness to 
raw material makes a very considerable 
difference, Tue Trisunge advises those 
boot and shoe manufacturers who no 
longer can make a living in the East 
to come to Chicago. In this city or 
some of its numerous suburbs they can 
find allthe lana they want, high and dry 
enough for health and cheap enough to mneet 
their views in that respect, will be within a 
few miles of the coal fieids and still nearer to 
the great packing-houses of this city which 
furnish what becomes the raw waterial after 
its conversion into leather, a process that is 
heaply performed here, with the minimum 
of cost for transportation and handling. They 
will find themselves here in a center of two 
millions of customers to begin with, and 
twenty millions more within the distance run 
in half a day by a railroad train, They will 
be right among people, and a great many of 
them, who want their product. Of course 
New England will continue to supply what 
foreign trade we have, and the requirements 
of consumers in the Eastern States, but here 
is the great center of consumption, and here 
is the place to provide for it. We have sev- 
eral manufacturers of boots and shoes here 
already, but there is room enough for all, 
and that ought to mean room for a consid- 
erable number of those who complain they 
cannot operate in the vicinity of Boston ex- 
cept ata loss. They will finda practical wel- 
come in Chicago,

ASSESSED VALUES, 

The New Orleans 7imes-Democrat takes up 
the subject of assessed values of property in 
the Unitea States during the last two years 
and says: 

A condition of affairs which causes property to 
shrink in ‘value in some sections.20 per centin a 
single year; cutting downthe State, county, and 
municipal revenues to the same extent, is one 
that a;peals forcibly to the people and is a pro- 
test against the system that renders it possible. 

Well. What is the system which has caused 
agreat shrinkage in va'ues? The New Or. 
leans paper hints that the cause is what it 
pleases to call ** the demonetization cf silver,” 
though it must be prepared to admit that a 
very large part of the shrinkage complained 
of occurred before the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause in the Sherman act and that not a 
single dollar has been ** demonetized,’’ every 
one of the immense number of silver dollars 
in existence being a_ full legal tender. 
The real cause of the industrial panic 
and the consequent shrinkage in the 
value of property was the advent of the 
Democratic party to power a little more than 
two years ago—tirst, a fear that the Demo- 
cratic administration would elect to redeem 
its obligations with silver dollars, and then a 
fear that the Democrats would pull down the 
bars of protection to American industry, 
caused the panic. Previous to that the coun- 
try had been prosperous, to an extent which 
had no parallel in its history, and there is no 
reason to believe that prosperity would not 
have continued if Republican policiea had 
been maintained. So the argument of the 
Times-Democrat ought to’ be read to state that

PARISIAN FASHIONS. 


DAINTY DESIGNS FOR SUMMER IN 
OOTTONS AND LINENS, 


The New Features in Silks and Woolens 
Duplicated in the Lighter Goods=Fan- 
ciful Materials and Showy Combina- 
tions of ColoreThe New Ginghams- 
Black and White Still in FavoreKe- 
turn to the Fabrics and Picturesque 
Fashions of Our Grandmothers’ Time, 


The summer cottons and linens are very 
dainty and lovely, and carry out in ‘colors 
and designs all the new features seen in the 
silks and wools, says a Paris letter in the 
New York Tribune. Some of the zephyrs 
have a distinct chiné effect, and there are 
many cotton stuffs showing crépon waves or 
seersucker stripes. A very lovely material 
is a buff cotton with a creamy, crinkly stripe 
running through it. On the plain stripes are 
rrinted tiny Pompadour rosebuds. Most of 
the materials are decidedly fanciful and 
show combinations of colors, as well as a 
mixture of threads. Indeed, the combina- 
tion of cotton and silk in the same goods is 
the most prominent novelty. The new ging- 
hams have silk dots, or stripes, or small fig- 
ures woven in them. Sometimes an all-over 
lace design is woven on the surface in a silk 
of the same or another color. Lace stripes 
run through many of the cotton goods and 
necessitate a silk lining. 

There is a pretty fabric called Turkish 
batiste. It shows slightly tufted squares, 
giving it a faint resemblance to Turkish tow- 
eling. A great deal of black and white is 
still seen; so are cool cornflower blue and 
old-fashioned buff, and flower designs, par- 
ticularly roses, are considered in very good 
style. These designs are partly stamped 
and partly embroidered. For example, a 
very pale yellow muslin has a large all-over 
design of woodbine stamped on it in dull 
greens and golden browns, with the bright 
berries embroidered in red silk. A cool-look- 
ing lawn has black polka dots embroidered 
on a white ground, and is divided into 
squares by threads of pale yellow silk. Many 
of the lawns have cords running through 
them of cotton or silk, in the same or a dif- 
ferent color. There are lovely crépes, some 
with the popular Oriental or Japanese de- 
signs printed on them. These make charm- 
ing gowns when softened by a profusion of 


» yellow lace.

of cotton and linen will be used for elaborate 
frocks this summer. The cheapness of light 
silks and the popularity of shirt waists for 
ordinary wear have rather thrown these 
pretty fabrics into the shade for the last few 
years. The taffetas in general use now are 
heavier in weight than the Indian and surah 
silks in vogue for so many years, and entire- 
ly passé now; and the Parisienne has tired 
of the ‘‘tailor made,”’ the usual supplentent 
to the shirt waist; so this return to the fab- 
rics of our grandmothers seems natural. 
With the fichu an established fact and a 
stuong possibility of the revival of the Marie 
Antoinette modes, the summer should show 
us some extremely picturesque creations in 
quaint lawns and muslins. 

Loops and ends of ribbon and a profusion 
of lace in plain bands’ on the skirts, and in 
cascades on the blouses, are about the only 
trimmings used.

Legation at Brussels, has been arrested in 
Vienna, charged with having been connected 
with the scandal which caused the suicide of 
Count Andrassy A. Bokros, Vice-President of 
the Lower House of the Hungarian Diet.

NEW TARIFF FOR THE BARBADOES. 


Material Advances Plianned in a Bill That 
Is Likely to Pass. 


Washington, D. C., May 8.—Consul Tate 
at Barbadoes, in the West Indies, has sent to 
the State Department a copy of the proposed 
new tariff of the colony. He says there is 
no reasen to doubt the bill’s becoming a law. 
He says the bill proposes to replace duties 
on certain articles reduced by the local 
tariff of 1891 to meet the requirements of 
Sec. 35 (the reciprocity section) of the United 
States tariff act of 1890. To meet the defi- 
ciency of revenue caused by the reduction 
of the duties on these articles the tariff of 
1891 provided for an increase of duties on 
liquors imported into the colony, but the 
new bill does not propose any reduction in 
that tariff. The increases which the Consul 
notes are: 

‘‘Bread, pilot and navy, and crackers, 
six cents per hundred pounds. Corn and 
grain, unground, three cents per hundred 
pounds. 

‘Cheese, 90 cents per hundred pounds, 

‘“Plour, wheat or rye, 20 cents per hun- 
dred pounds.

Havana, May 8.—A band of twenty rebels 
has been defeated by the troops at the Mala- 
gas Farm,near Torcad, in the Colon District. 
One of the rebels was killed and they lost 
their arms and horses. The troops are pur- 
suing them. Maximo Gomez intends to in- 


vade Camaguay, in the Province of Puerto 


Principe. 

Fort Worth, Tex., May 8.—A letter dated 
“In camp near Ramon de las Jaguar, April 
2°." and signed by William Flaherty, one of 
the twenty recruits who left here to join the 
Cuban insurgents, has been received and 
gives a glowing account of the progress of 
the insurgent cause. The writer says the 
Fort Worth contingent has been in three en- 
sgagements, all of which were won by the 
patriots, and only one man from Fort Worth 
has been hurt. Recruits are flocking to the 
insurgents, and the morals of the army of 
liberation are splendid. The letter further 
states that the Cubans are receiving the best 
improved arms, have plenty of ammunition, 
and the troops are paid regularly. A major- 
ity of the troops are blacks. 

Washington, D. C., May 8.—The Spanish 
Minister has made no protest or other repre- 
sentations to the authorities here concerning 
the detention of the Spanish cruiser Infanta 
Isabella in Florida waters. 

Tampa, Fla., May 8.—The Infanta Isabella 
has been released from quarantine. 

Madrid, May 8.—Queen Regent Christina 
today gave an audience to Gen. Calleja, 
formerly Captain-General of Cuba, who 


} spoke optimistically of the situation in Cuba. 


He declared he believed the rebellion would 
soon end. The latest official news from 
Cuba is reassuring. 

Havana, May 4.—[Special Correspondence 
of the New York World.]—Gen. Campos 
sailed from Cienfuegos on the 2d for Man- 
ganillo and Santiago. Well informed peo- 
ple maintain that he will soon have to re- 
turn. He is said to be in poor health and his 
strength and energy are failing fast. 

The reports that Gen. Lacret has landed 
and that Maximo Gomez is marching west 
with a large body of men are confirmed, but 
no details can be obtained. The expedition 
expected shortly either from Key West or 
Tampa is reported ready for sailing. En- 
rique Collaco and Roloff, leaders in the old 
revolution, will be in command. 

Among the prisoners in the Moro Castle 
lately arrived from Santiago is Capt. Mahy 
of the Spanish army. He will soon be tried 
bv court-martial and shot for cowardice in 
allowing the insurgents to capture a train 
of provisions and ammunition under his 
escort. 

The revolutionary troops have strict or- 
ders not to take any prisoners. When the 
Spanish are overpowered their arms are 
taken, but the soldiers are allowed to either 
go their own way or join the rebels. This 
policy has won over to the revolutionary 
cause many Spaniards. 

The Minister of the Colonies, Sefior Castel- 
lano, complains that Cuban capitalists will 
not lend the government any money in case 
of urgent need, and that he has to remit 
from Madrid. How can anybody with expe- 
ricnce on the island risk lending a large sum 
to the Spanish Government? There is abso- 
lutely no guarantee for the lender. 

Gen, Maceo has exacted taxes amounting 
to $300,000 from the sugar-growers of the 
east.

ment in money are allowed to do so with 
rifles and ammunition, and may pay in in- 
stallments. The mest astonishing feature 
of the war so far has becn the considerate 
behavior of the rebels...

FIGHTING GOING ON IN ECUADOR. 


Sixty Killed on Both Sides at the Recent 
Capture of Guaranda. 

New York, May 8.—Private advices re- 
ceived from Ecuador state that Gen. Eloy 
Alfaro, a leader in the revolution of 1885, 
and also a leader in the present trouble in 
Ecuador, has returned there from Nica- 
ragua. The revolutionists have taken pos- 
session of the Towns of Ibarra, Esmeralda, 
Guaranda, and Laticuna. In a battle which 
preceded the capture of Guaranda sixty men 
were killed on both sides. The revolution- 
ists are dissatisfied with Vice-President 
Salazar, who is going to take the Presidency 
vacated by the resignation of Cordero. Sal- 
azar is very unpopular and the resignation 
of Cordero will have no effect on the revo- 
lutionists. 

A report came later that Gen. Savaste, 
Minister of War, led a detachment of troops 
to quell an uprising on the Colombian 
frontier, but that the troops not only refused 
to attack the rebels but decided to join them, 
compelling the Minister of War to return to 
Quito alone.- 

A cable dispatch was sent from this city 
to Guayaquil asking whether the report 
cabled from Lima ,Peru, that President Cor- 
deto has resigned is authentic. An answer

INJUNCTION AGAINST ROBY. 


Judge Gillett Orders the Case Heard May 
24—Law to Be Tested. 

Hammond, Ind., May 8.—(|Special.]—Judge 
Gillett in the Lake Circuit Court this after- 
noon granted an injunction against the 
Roby Breeders’ Association, the Indiana 
Racing Association, John Condon, Rodney

24 is the date set for the hearing.

Bicycle Riders Explain the Advantages That 
Led Them to Purchase. 

In reply to the query of THE TRIBUNE as 
to why cyclists*preferred the make of wheel 
they ride the following answers have been 
received:

In order to ease the apprehension, 
however, the surface of' cemens trucks was 
perforated toa short depth with tiny holes, 
which allowed free and continuous air passage 
currents betweer the tire and the tracx sur- 
face. : 

. The cement track has come and come to 
stay. It will be the traek of the future. It 
costa money to build such a track—aimost 
three times as much as is necessary for the 
building of one of clay, but in compensation 
for the outlay there is the certain assurance 

- that no considerable sums of money are re- 
quired to be spent annually in the main- 
tenance of a cement track; for once laid its 
life is the life of granite. 

The Fountain Ferry Park track is situated 
three and one-half milesfrom Louisville. The 


grounds on which it is located rise to a height 
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weighing 21% pounds. I find it easy to run, strong 
and durable. My first experience riding was with 
the 18093 Model Columbia, \weighing nearly 40 
pounds. On purchasing my mount this spring I 
determined not to go over 25 pounds, and had the 
Pope Manufacturing company not made a great 
reduction in weights I certainly should have gone 
elsewhere but with a wheel weighing 21% that is 
strong enough for all weight riders over all kinds 
of roads, what more could one ask” 

Harvey R. Green—The Soudan safety is pre- 
ferred by me to any other in the market. I have 
ridden three other wheels, but this year I decided 
that the Soudan was the best. The main points 
of the wheel are beauty of the enamel, construc- 
tion, material, and last and best of all, the front 
fork crown. I have covered 500 miles of country 
roads and&have not had a puncture or broken any 
part of the wheel. 

W. E. Skinner—I ride a James wheel because 
years ago it was one of the first to come down in 
weights, and several years’ experience has dem- 
onstrated it possesses as many good points as are 
combined in any one wheel. I have not been out 
one cent for repairs for twenty-seven months, and 
have just bought a new one for 1805. 


WHERE THEY FOUND GOOD ROADS. 


Chicago Cyclists Tell of Enjoyable Runf 
Through Pleasant Districts. 


Among the letters sent to THE TRIBUNE 


suggesting pleasant runs for bicyclists and 
telling of enjoyable trips made are the fol- 
lowing: 

M. E. Thomas—Starting from the artesian well 
in Lincoln Park and riding west on Fullerton until 
Milwaukee avenue is reached, thence northwest- 
erly through Jefferson, and still on to Wheeling, 
twenty-eight miles away, is a good ride. The 
country is beautiful and in some portions very 
picturesque. There are deep gullies overrun with

‘It is a picturesque spot, The grand stand is 
commodious. The track equipments are first- 
class in every respect. The track is owned by 
the Fountain Ferry Cycle and Athletic Asso- 
ciation, which hasa teh years’ free lease of 
the grounds, Track and grounds were pre- 
sented to the association by Tony Landenwich 
of Louisville, whose only stipulation with the 
wheelmen was that they shouid build the 
grand stand. | 
The curves of the track are perfect half 
circies with a radius of 150 feet measured 
from aline eighteen inches from the pole. 
The stretches are 408.76 feet in length. The 
bankimg was done in courses. A load of dirt 
was first spread, then watered. and rolled with 
heavy rollers.. After this wasdone repeatedly 
it beeame solid. A six-inch drain pipe was 
laid around the inside of the track. At every 
fifty feet of space across the track was laida 
porous drain plpe which will carry off any 
water that may find its way under the sur- 
face. Thisis alsoto prevent the danger of 
frost in winter. 
Starting from the homestretch the outside 
of the bank is one foot nine inches higher 
ethan the mside, At the/start of the first turn 
it ig raised to three feet, and at the center of 
‘the first turn, or curve, is tive feet, and car- 
ried around to the end of the curve at the 
same height.

PLAN A NEW COMBINE. 


PAOIFIO OOAST TRANSOONTINENTAL 
ASSOCIATION PROPOSED. 


Chairman Caldwell Issues a Call for a 
Meeting to Be Held in Chicago Today 
to See What Can Be Done in the Mat- 
tereFear That the Union Pacific May 
Be UnreasonableeThe Colorado Mid- 
land an Important FactoreW isconsin 
to Have a New Railroad, 

Strong efforts are being made to bring 
about the formation of a transcontinental 
association which is to cover strictly trans- 
continental business only. A cadl for a 
meeting of the representatives of the vari- 
ous roads interested in Pacific coast busi- 
ness was issued by Chairman Caldwell yes- 
terday to be held in his offices tomorrow. 
Vice-President Stubbs of the Southern Pa- 
cific, who is in the city, is leaving no stone 
unturned to secure the consent of all the 
lines to the new scheme. General Passen- 
ger Agent Lomax of the Union Pacific has 
promised to attend the meeting. Mr. Stubbs 
thinks if the Union Pacific can be induced 
to join there will be no great difficulty in 
getting all the other lines to become par- 
ties to the agreement. There is a feeling, 
however, among some of the officials that 
the Union Pacific will, as usual, interpose 
such objections and demand such conces- 
sions as to spoil Mr. Stubbs’ scheme. It 
is also doubtful whether the Great Northern 
and Canadian Pacific will agree to become 
members unless they are given extraordi- 
nary inducements. 

A new and dangerous factor in the Pacific 
Coast’ rate situation has made its appear- 
ance, which may become more troublesome 
than the Union Pacific or any of the other 
roads. This is the Colorado Midland, which 
has just been separated from the Santa Fé 
system. The Midland, in connection with 
the Rio Grande Western, can greatly em- 
barrass the regular transcontinental lines, 
and the new receiver, George Ristine, is an 
experienced traffic man who knows how to 
fight for and protect a property intrusted to 
his care. 

It was at first proposed by Vice-President 
Stubbs to form a trans-Missouri association 
to cover all the territory and all passenger 
traffic between the Missouri River and the 
Pacific Coast. But finding that considera- 
ble time would have to be consumed in re- 
moving all the obstacles now in the way of 
the formation of a trans-Missouri associa- 
tion Mr. Stubbs is willing to compromise 
on an association covering strictly through 
business. This would, of course, protect the 
Southern Pacific, but nobody else, as the 
fight east of California would be kept upas 
before, and this fight would tend to increase 
the business and earnings of the Southern 
Pacific. 

One of the objects of the Southern Pacific 
in desiring the immediate formation of a 
transcontinental association is to secure a 
lucrative position for General Passenger 
Agent Thomas Goodman of the Southern 
Pacific, who is being pushed for the posi- 
tion of Chairman or Commissioner of the 
proposed. organization. With Mr. Good- 
man as Chairman the Southern Pacific 
could run the machine just as it liked as far 
as transcontinental business is concerned, 
and the other roads would be relieved of all 
responsibility in fixing rates, routes, or di- 
visions. 


NEW RAILWAY IN WISCONSIN. 


Line to Be Built from Green Bay to Neenah 
~Benefit to Fox River Valley. 
Appleton, Wis., May 8.—[{Special.]—Articles 
were today filed with the Register of Deeds 
here and the Searetary of State at Madison 
incorporating the Fox River Valley Term- 
inal railway. The capital stock is $750,000, 
The object is to build a railway thirty miles 
long from Green Bay to Neenah, touching 
every manufacturing point of the Fox River 
Valley, furnishing a connection with rail 
end water through routes to the East, and 
also a direct F’'ox River Valley connection 
for nearly every important railway in the 

Northwest. 

At the same time was incorporated by sub- 
stantially the same parties the American 
Timber company, with a capital stock of 
$500,000. This company owns immense 
tracts of spruce timber land in Canada, 
which will be rafted to Green Bay, thence by 
the new road to paper mills of the valley 
and marketed as pulp wood. It was to se- 
cure advantage of freight rates on this tim- 
ber that the read was first projected. Work 
on the road will-:begin at once and it will be 
in operation next January. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 8.—{Special.]—The 
Milwaukee and Waukesha railway company 
will be organized in a few days with a cap- 
ital of $750,000. It will absorb the Milwaukee 
and Wauwatosa Motor railway and will 
equip an electric line between here and 
Waukesha, which will be in operation before 
September. 


Burlington Annual Meeting. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad com- 
pany was held in the Burlington Build- 
ing in this city yesterday. Out of a total 
of 820,000 shares 470,000 were represented 
atthe mesting. The only business transacted 
was the redlection of the old Board of Directors 
for another year. The board is constituted as 
follows: Jolin M. Forbes, Charles J. Paine, 
William Endicott Jr.. Francis W. Hunnesoell, 
Bichard O/ney. and George P. Gardner of Bos- 
ton; T. Jefferson Coolidge. Manchester, Mass. ; 
Edward W. Hooper, Cambridge, Mass.; John N. 
A. Griswold, James H. Smith of New York. and 
Charles E. Perkins of Burlington, Ia. The an- 
nual report a ise year ending Dec. 31, 1894, 
which was subuftted to the meeting has already 
been published in Tuk Trisune. The Board of 
Directors will meet in Boston a week from today 
for the purpose of organizing and to elect offi- 
cers for the year. It is understood no changes in 
the official staff of the company will be ar . 


Government Suit Against Rock Island. 


Gen. John C. Black, United States District 
Attorney, filed a suit in the United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday for the recovery of $5,000 
from the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific rail- 
road, The declaration accompanying the suit 
sets forth that the road is one‘ of those subsi- 
dized by the United States with land grants. and 
that the officers of tlie road have negiected and 
refuse to make the report required by the laws 
regulat land grant roads. The report of the 
road for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, 
has been demanded by the Land Commissioner 
of the United States and refused. The declura- 
tion sets out that failure to make such a report 
sudjects the road to an imposition of #5,000 
fine, and the Court is asked to render a judg- 

»ment for that amount. The report demanded 
by the government is one covering the financial 
operations of the road, its land operations, and 
the betterment and additions to its rolling stock 
and other property, each to be set out in detail. 


Inter-State Commission Hearing. 


Commissioners Morrison, Veazey, Clements, 
and Yeomans of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission sat in the old District Court raom of the 
Postoflice yesterday and heard the testimony in 
rebuttal against the transcountinéntal lines for 
discrimination in freight charges. The com- 
plaint was made by the Pueblo Iron company of 
Colorado, which charged the roads with hauling 
iron and other freight from the Eastern seaboard 
to the Pacific coast at a less rate than was 
charged from Colorado points to the Pacific 
coast. Pauli Morton, Vice-President of the Pueb- 
lo company, gave his testimony in rebuttal 
yesterday morning, and in the afternoon Judge 
Martin of San Francisco made an argument for 
the roads. He admitted the lower through rate, 
and defended iton account of the competition 
with ocean steamships, claiming that the rules 
of the commission permitted roads to meet water 
rates, provided the freight was not hauled at a 
loss, The commission took the case ander ad- 
visement. 


Personally Conducted Excursions. 


The Burlington has arranged a series of per- 
sonally conducted tours for the forthcoming va- 
cation season from Chicago to the scenic regions 
of the Rocky and Big Horn Mountains lying east 
of the Pacific divide; they are not Pacific coast 
tours, and they have been planned ostensibly for 
the benefit of execursionists west of the Aliegha- 
nies. The first tour is to the Yellowstone Park 
through Colorado and Utah, then by way of 
Butte, returning through the Black Hills, Custer 
battlefield, and Hot Springs. The second is to 
and through the Yellowstone Park by way of the 
Burlington's Black Hill country, returning “by 
way of the Northern Pacific and Lake Minne- 
tonka. The third is through Colorado, compris- 
ing, in addition toall the resorts, the famous 
trip “ around the circle.” ,
